He says, with irrevocable truth, 
that the slum schools, especially 
in our larger cities, are piling up 
social dynamite. It is explosive 
and inflammable. It will become 
the more so. We have, indeed, for 
some years been witnessing some 
of the flames and hearing deto- 
nations from this accumulation. 


The White Citizens Councils 
and the Southern congressmen 
who enjoy the irrelevancy of 
finding flaws in other regions to 
distract attention from their own 
have, for some time, been saying 
that it is desegregation which has 
caused the slum areas of large 
cities in the East and West to be 
harassed with crime, especially 
that of various types of robbery 
and assault. 


Conant’s Diagnosis 


Those who dislike the United 
Nations actually insist that New 
York’s troubles involving racial 
conflicts and lawlessness are 
caused by the presence of the 
U.N. and its foreign staffs. But 
Dr. Conant, as have others before 
him, has the proper diagnosis. It 
applies, of course, more imme- 
diately to the 10 largest cities. 
But it also is equally a similar 
problem in any city which has a 
oe growing around indus- 


Dr. Conant notes that in the 
Negro sections of some of the 
large cities, “Over half of the 
boys between 16 and 21 years of 
age are out of work.” This cer- 
tainly is true. .But it loses no 
truth by expanding it. There are, 
in cities of 100,000 and more pop- 
ulation, a growing number in that 
age group, white and colored, 
who are out of work. There is 
another grim fact. They will re- 
main out of work. In addition, 
their number will grow. 


Dr. Conant proposes the imme- 
diate. creation of 300,000 jobs in 
federally financed urban public 
works. This is a sound idea, on 
the conservative side. It will, of 
course, be greeted derisively by 
these who have made a cult out 
of opposing what they call gov- 
ernment spending. They will pre- 
fer to let the inflammable mate- 
vial pile up until it becomes a 
problem impossible to solve by 
remedial means which presently 
promise to be effective. This is a 
very serious business, and it will 
not be solved unless it becomes 
a major objective of thoughtful, 
responsible persons. It is a real- 
ity, not a theory. 


Public Works 


In addition to the urban public 
works proposal, which would 
take these uneducated, untrained 
young people off the streets, Dr. 
Conant urges a drastic revision 
of the vocational training and 
placement programs in _ high 
schools. 


There is no way to obscure the 
fact (though many are trying) 
that American secondary. educa- 
tion is well into what is a pro- 
longed crisis. Money will help. 
But it is not enough. 


In 1955 there were just barely 
11 million Americans aged 15 to 
19 years. In 1958 the total was 
well over 12 million. Then we 
hegan to receive the impetus 
from the post-war baby boom. 
The Bureau of Census estimates 
that by 1965, just a little more 
than three years away, there will 
be more than 17 million Ameri- 
cans between 15 and 19. By 1970, 
a bit more than eight years 
ahead, the total will be near 20 
million, This is not guess work. 


The range of jobs for young 
people 19 and under is steadily 
declining. Automation and _ the 
swift decline of the family farm 
are increasing the unskilled, un- 
educated population. We must 
have a revision of training and a 
new concept of the demands now 
placed on secondary education. 


We will ignore the steady pile 
of inflammable human mate- 
in our urban centers to our 

civic and national peril. It is a

the scope of individual munici- 
palities to handle alone.

Khrushchev spoke in winding up 
the discussion of two major re- 
ports at the 22nd Congress of the 
Soviet Communist Party. These 
were Khrushchev’s reports on the 
third party program, a plan to 
establish a Communist Utopia 
within 20 years and developments 
within the party since the 20th 
congress in 1956, 


According to a summary issued 
by Tass, the Soviet press agency, 
Khrushchev in his speech also ex- 
pressed determination to press 
ahead with nuclear testing despite 
world protests. He said Soviet 
scientists were doing everything 
to minimize the harmful effects 
of the tests. 


ADDRESSES 6,000 


The Soviet Premier reiterated 
his readiness to postpone conclu- 
sion of a German peace treaty if 
the West displayed readiness to 
negotiate.

Approxi- 
mately three per cent of the 
ballots were marked for other 
candidates, and a like number 
were marked “undecided.” 


The poll was conducted by post- 
card ballots mailed to the entire 
roster of the 2,612 delegates and 
alternate delegates to the 1960 
Chicago convention. Replies were 
received from 1,380, or 518 per 
cent. 


This, according to the editors of 
Human Events, is an unusually 
high return for such a question- 
naire.

In other words, as you hecome 
more educated, your mind con- 
tains more facts which will auto- 
matically tie in with new ma- 
terial. Much of what you already 
know you learned it this way— 
through ‘‘natural” tie-in or na- 
tural association. 


What you learn at home (by| 
means of reading, radio, or tele- | 
vision), and what ‘you learn at 
school or anywhere else, may 
prove important to you later on. | 
You probably do not realize this 
now. However, when you dislike | 
a school subject. see no value in| 
it and refuse to study it, you | 
only makes things more difficult | 
for yourself. You receive poorer | 
grades and you also cheat your- 
self out of tie-ins for futur e| 
learning. 


It is unfortunate that so many | 
older children have little interest | 
in poetry. They miss a good deal, | 
for poetry can be thrilling and 
lovely; it can also be full of ex- 
citement and surprises. Some’ 
poems paint pictures; others ex 
press feelings or ideas; still oth- 
ers tell a story. 


SOUNDS, RHYTHMS 


Perhaps when you were very 
young you enjoyed listening to 
the nursery rhymes over and over | 
‘again. You liked hearing the 
sounds and the rhythms, and you 
had no difficulty with the mean- 
ing. You could ‘‘see’’ Mother Hub. 
bard going to the cupboard, and 
you “understood” what she 
found. 


Now that you are older, how- 
ever, you may think poems are 
hard to understand. One reason 
for the change in your attitude 
may he the trouble you've had 
memorizing poems for home- 
work. Possibly your teacher mere- | 
ly said, ‘‘For tomorrow, read and | 
memorize the first two stanzas of 
‘The ‘Barefoot Boy’ by John 
Greenleaf Whittier — on page 97.” 


Memorizing anything you do not 
understand fully is hard work. 
When you understand the mean- 
ing of a poem, and when you 
have analyzed its sounds and 
rhythms, memorizing it is much 
easier. And once you have learned 
the proper way to memorize a 
poem, a whole new field of inter- 
est will be open to you. 


HOW TO MEMORIZE 


Follow these rules for memoriz- 
ing a poem: 


1. Do not begin to memorize 
until you know what the poem 
means. It is much more difficult 
to memorize meaningless 
material. Take the time to dis- 
cover the meaning of each line, 
and you will find that one idea 
leads into the next. If the mean- 
ing of part, or all, of the poem 
is still not clear, ask the teacher | 
to explain it to the class. You will | 
probably find that many of your 
classmates did not understand it | 
either. | 


2. Read the poem aloud to feel | 
the rhythm and hear the sound | 
of the words. | 


3. Memorize the poem with the | 
thought that you intend to re- 
merober it always. It is a sign of | 
a giod education to have a knowl- 
edge of poetry. 


4. Follow the rules of learning. 
Do not memorize one or two lines | 
at a time. This breaks up the | 
meaning. Instead, read the en- 
tire poem. If the poem is very 
Jong, use your judgment and 
break it up into groups of 10 to 
20 lines. 


5. Test yourself after each 
reading. Prod your memory. 


6. Review soon after, then later, 
and later again.

Anniversary Overlooked 


By Moscow Congress 


As the Communist Party Congress 
drags on with its endless oratory, attacks 
on Stalin’s brutality and drivel about co- 
lonialism, an anniversary has been over- 
looked in Moscow. Five years ago this 
week occurred é6ne of the most brutal 
blood baths in history, the ruthless sup- 
pression with tanks and guns of Hun- 
gary’s brave uprising for freedom. 

It was a revolt against Communists 
and communism imposed by force. The 
Russians, after a promise to withdraw, re- 
turned with overwhelming military power 
to murder and to again impose a govern- 
ment based on terror and force as a pup- 
pet of Moscow. A total of 190,000 chose to 
flee to the free world. 

While Khrushchev talks of colonial- 
ism, nations which have only recently at- 
tained freedom should take note of this 
anniversary. Hungarians know the Soviet 
brand of colonialism, a brutally imposed 
slavery in which human dignity and even 
human life mean nothing to a regime 
placed in power and kept in power by 
force.

that moved into Bast Berlin 
Thursday night, on the Communist 
side of the border. 


They were drawn up in three- 
two-two-three formations on Frie- 
drichstrasse between Schuetzen- 
strasse and Krausenstrasse. Their 
black-uniformed crews remained 
in the tanks, an unsmiling soldier 
behind the long-barreled 10-mm 
gun on each tank. 


Down the street, bathed in a 
garnish light from six high-pow- 
ered searchlights mounted by the 
Communists on wooden towers 
Thursday, four U.S. M48 Patton 
medium tanks had been posted, 
the first pair right on the line 
dividing the two Berlins. 


Two American tanks were in 
a lot just off Friedrichstrasse 
and another four were in reserve 
in Mehring Plaatz, about a quar- 
ter of a mile away. A number of 
armored personnel carriers was 
also in the area. 


A field kitchen was set up in a 
lot off Mehring Plaatz and it 
looked as though the troops were 
settling in for at least an over- 
night stay. 


Both the Soviet and American 
tanks came up to the border twice 
during the tense action-filled pe- 
riods between 4:20 p.m. and 6 
o'clock, when the confrontation 
was made, 


It was like two chess players 
trying to come to grips in the 
middle of a disorganized board 
with Gen. Clay moving the Amer- 
ican pieces and, presumably, 
Marshall Ivan S. Koniev, the new- 
ly appointed Soviet commander 
in East Germany, the Soviet men. 


Shortly after the Russian tanks 
appeared for the first time the 
entire 6,500-man American garri- 
son in Berlin was placed on alert. 
The alert lasted two and a half 
hours. An American spokesman 
said afterwards that ‘adequate 
forces’’ would be kept at the 
ready. 


The French command ordered 


its 3,000 men held in barracks. 
The British command kept two 
anti-tank guns in position near 
the Brandenburg Gate, about 600 
yards from Friedrichstrasse, and 
sent armed patrols right up to 
the Communists’ barbed wire 
barricades in front of the gate. 


So far as the Americans were 
concerned, the Soviet tanks ap- 
pearing at the border acknow/l- 
edged the Allies’ claims that the 
Russians, and not the East Ger- 
mans, held the responsibility for 
East Berlin under wartime pacts 
that established all Berlin as a 
four-power city. 


The Americans were expected 
to continue sending their officials 
in civilian dress into East Berlin. 
If the Russians stopped them, no 
effort is likely to be made to get 
them through with force. 


Instead, with the issue then 
squarely between the two great 
powers, it would be handed over 
to the diplomats to argue out. 
The point the Americans were 
seeking to establish was that the 
East Germans had no right to 
control Allied personnel, in or out 
of uniform.

Chou returned abruptly to Pei- 
ping on Oct. 23 after the -Soviet 
leaders had ignored his plea for 
an end to the one-sided public 
denunciations and had continued 
to castigate the Albanians. 


Pressing for denunciation of the 
Albanian leaders, Khrushchev 
said Friday that they had passed 
at breakneck speed from ‘‘vows 
of ever-lasting friendship to un- 
bridled anti-Soviet calumny.” 


Khrushchev continued: 


“Obviously, they expect in this 
manner to clear the ground for 
winning the right to free handouts 
from the imperialists. The im- 
perialists always are prepared to 
pay 30 pieces of silver to those 
who split Communist ranks.’’

Jesus May 
Have Been 
A Farmer 


By GEORGE W. CORNELL 
Associated Press Religion Writer 
Jesus has always been .con- 
sidered a skilled carpenter, but he 
also may have been good at 
ing a furrow or wielding a 

sickle at wheat-cutting time. 


Indications of such all-around 
rural labor by the Man of Naza- 
reth have come from recently re- 
covered archaeological materials, 
giving additional insight into 
scriptural words, 


The Rev. Dr. Jerry Vardaman, 
professor of Biblical archaeology 
at Southern Baptist 
Seminary, says the evidence sug- 
gests that Jesus probably was a 
‘farm hand’’ who combined work 
in the field with that of a car- 
penter. 

A NEW DIMENSION 


“This extra activity on Jesus’ 
part adds a new dimension to our 
traditional understanding of His 
occupation,” Dr. Vardaman said. 
“IT am convineed that thereafter 
we must think of Jesus in a closer 
relationship with an agricultural 
setting than we have done hereto- 
fore.” 


Aside from other general impli- 
cations, the specific clue to this 
view comes from notations found 
on ancient records, including a 
newly discovered item dating 
approximately from the first cen- 
tury, when Christ walked the 
earth. 


In the writing, the Greek word, 
“‘tekton’’ seems to allude to one 
who functioned as a farm worker 
or general handyman. That same 
word in the New Testament is 
used to describe Jesus. But it is 
generally translated as carpenter, 
mason or woodworker. 


FOUND IN COLLECTION 


For example, Mark 6:3 refers 
to Jesus as a tekton, customarily 
rendered in English as carpenter. 

However, an item turned up in 
a collection of ancient artifacts 
recently given to the Southern 
Baptist Seminary at Louisville, 
Ky., clearly implies that a tekton 
of Jesus’ time helped harvest the 
at least occasionally. 


The note, on a bit of clay tablet, 
says: ‘Give to the tekton in the 
month of Mesore (July 25-Aug. 23) 
with respect to the reaping of 
wheat, two artabae (measures of 
grain).”” 


Dr. Vardaman thus reckoned 
tekton to mean workman or farm 
hand, in line with the man’s 
duties. The man also might have 
been adept with hammer and adze 
as a carpenter, but he obviously 
toiled in the field since he was 
paid for that. 


If tekton isn’t translated as farm 
hand, it would at least be more 
accurate to make it woodworker 
rather than carpenter, since 
tektones not only worked ~on 
houses but also on wooden farm 
equipment and furniture, Dr. 
Vardaman said.

Blanton Collier is bringing one of the roughest outfits in 
the SEC to Athenstown, and the Wildcats are a seven-point 
favorite to do in the Bulldogs. Both teams have 2-3 records, 
but the Kentucky sethacks were administered by Miami, Ole 
Miss and LSU. Kentucky beat Auburn at Auburn, a prodigious 
feat last accomplished by Miss. State in 1952. 


In Tom Hutchinson, the pass-catching whiz, the Wildcats have 
one of the greatest ends in SEC history. The other end, Dave Gash, 
is also the all-star type. These two catchers have a terrific pitcher 
going for them. Quarterback Jerry Woolum ranks third in the 
nation and first in the SEC, having connected on 57 of 103 passes 
for 695 yards. 


Kentucky also has an aggressive line, anchored by center Irv

As Collier said before the first punt, lack of depth is the major 
Kentucky weakness. This statement was certified in the Ole Miss 
and LSU games. Kentucky trailed the Rebs a mere point at inter- 
mission and lost 20-6. They were only three behind LSU at halftime 
after overcoming a 14-0 deficit and bowed 24-14. 


In packaging their first SEC triumph last Saturday night, Coach 
Johnny Griffith’s' Bulldogs convinced us of two things. They want 
to win as much as any Georgia team we've seen in years, but 
they are a very ordinary football team. Lack of backfield speed 
and offense in general puts a large burden on the defense. No 
infantry has been able to run over the Georgia troops, but anti- 
aircraft guns are inadequate. The passing game is Kentucky's 
strong point. Pass defense is one of Georgia's problems. 


After correctly forecasting the winner in Georgia games for 
18 of 19 weeks, we have been wrong now two straight weeks. 
Hoping to extend the streak to three, Kentucky is the pick 
here by a 21-10 margin. 


Coach Bobby Dodd is hoping that his second visit to Louisiana 
this year will be more successful than his first: There is reason 
to believe, of course, that Tech will fare much better in New 
Orleans than it did in Baton Rouge. The Bengals put the lone 


blot on the Engineer blueprint, 10-0, but there’s no comparison 
between Tulane and LSU. 


At full strength Andy Pilney's Greenies are no powerhouse, 
and they are now riddled by injuries. Tech owns one of the finest 
defensive units in college football. Tulane has a sputtering offensive 
machine, a statement punctuated by the absence of a TD on the 
scoreboard in three of five games. 


With or without Billy Williamson, Tech will flail the Greenies, 
say by a re of 28-7.

3 cup granulated sugar 
2, cup chopped pecans 


Split doughnuts into two equal 
circles. Place 6 doughnut halves, 
cut surface up, in bottom of a 
shallow oblong pan _ (10x6) 
Soak gelatin in cold water 5 
minutes. Combine and mix 
brown sugar, molasses, salt, 
spices, pumpkin and egg yolks 
in the top of a double boiler. 
Place over hot water and cook 
until mixture thickens, stirring 
often.
